A year ago the Russians were in Bast Prussia 
and the French and English were racing with the 
Germans to close the gap to the channel and the 
Calais-Paris railroad. In the twelve months since 
the western battle line has: changed in no important 
particular. In the east ‘Warsaw and the better 
part of Poland are German, Galicia and Bukowina 
are restored to Austria, Hungary is safe, the for- 
midable Grand Duke Nicholas and presumably his 
aggressive Russian party are eclipsed, the duma is 
dissolved, a leader of the right becomes premier, the 
army, its offensive crushed, gives ground doggedly 
but steadily. In the south Italy makes no headway 
against the Austrians. In the southeast the Dar- 
danelles are still barred; Bulgaria places her strong 
shoulder against the cracking. barrier of the Bal- 
kans; Roumania and Greece hide their fears behind 
a neutrality which is not policy but indecision. A 
few more thrusts of the German bayonet and the 
drang nach osten mey be no longer an aspiration, 
dat a fact accomplished. eo] 
It has been the theory outside of Germany among 
laymen at least that the repuise of the Marne struck 
the death knell of German hopes. Thenceforward 
the strength of France, of Russia, and especially of 
England was to wax, the strength of Germany to 
wane. 7 
The signs are all the other way. Not only in 
relative material military power but in morale Ger- 
many seems to have gone forward, the allies back. 
The domestic situation in Russia is obviously grave. 
If what evidence we have cah be relied upon the 
recent changes favor Germany rather than the 
entente. In France there ere divided counsels as 
to the policy of concentrating on their immediate 
front or throwing a force into the Balkans. There 
is secret dissatisfaction with the British. In Eng- 
land they are still debating what they must do to 
win. A member of parliament and leader of labor 
threatens revolution if his Glass is asked to accept 
as a measure of patriotic necessity what French 
republicans of all classes haye accepted. Official 
obscurantism hides the truth from free born Britons 
while the empire trembles yith the thunder of Ger- 
man victory, 
Prophecy is as hazardous, perhaps, today as 
ever since the war began. It is possible that in 
the extremity of their peril the allies will draw 
upon unexpected resources, unify their effort, and 
ein the scales ‘of ene eee 
against them. 
But whether they de er do cog, thelr situation 
presents to us @ warning as terrible as it is timely. 
No American has a right to meer at the unreadi- 
ness and confusion exhibited by Dagland. We, 
too, have shirked and shat our eyes to a vastly 
greater degree, We are more” unready to defend 
our interests or even our bos than she. We 
should display the same welte F of polities, private 
self-indulgence, and ‘pelf-deception. There is no 
single defect in the British conduct of the war that

N the present war the navy tias not 
taken @ very prominent part. As com- 
part with the army, their expert- 
' ences have been few, but What ex» 
periences they have had in a medical 


way teach us a few poiats. 


In the frat nine months of the war the 
casualties in the British navy were 6,668. 
The army has lost that number in a few 
minutes in some of the engagements. 
Dr. MeCullough told the American Med- 
ieal association some observations based 
in the main, though not entirely, on the 
experiences.of this war: 

In submarines most of the dangers, 
aside from thé danger of drowning; are 
from fumes. The bafteries cantain aul 
phuric acid. When sea water leaks into 
the acid container chlorine gas spreads 
hroughout the boat with great rapidity; 
the men are overcome almost instantly. 
This is usually given as the cause of the 
digaster to an American subfmarine™ in 
Bawalian waters a few wecksago. | - 
‘The fumes from incomplete combustion 
of gasoliné are very dangerous in the con- 
fined apace of a submarine. Dr. Apfel- 
bach, investigating the catise of death of 
men working around automobile engines 
running tn close rooms, found that the 
alr of the room became heavily charged 
with carbon monoxide gns—a violent poi- 
son. There is danger from back fire in 
the gasoline engines. 

In naval warfare the great majority of 
those who perish do so as the result of 
drowning. Ordmary bullet wounds are 
not of great importance among the sallor’se 
hazards. However, they have been of 
less consequence in land warfare ip this 
combat than ever before e firearms 
came into use...

of the modern rifle as a weapon of war.” 
In the navy ordinary wounds are 
dressed with either one of the following:

UXEMBURG’S young grand duc 
ess, who assumed the reins of gov- 
ernment on the attainment of her 


birthday in last June, is reported to be on 
the eve of abdication. She wishes to re- 
linquish her throne in favor ot her 
younger sister, Princess Charlotte, now 
19, to become a member of à religious 
order and to take up the work of a sister 
| of charity. 

Like her eisters and her mother, the 
widowed Grand Duchess Marte-Anne, 
who was a Braganza, she is intensely . 
Catholic, and is stated to be terribly 
wrought up by the appalling sufferings 
of the present war. She has seen them 
at close range. For thousands of the 
badly wounded are being cared for at 
Luxemburg, and she seems to feel that 
she would be happier caring for them and 
tending them than occupying her throne. 

It, is a throne which has been uneasy 
from the éutset, and which has become 
quite the reverse of pleasant since the 
beginning of the war in August a year 
ago, when her dominions were invaded 


duced to the posftion of a mere figure- 
head, the kaiser and his officers being in 
complete control of her grand duchy. In 
one word, she has tired of her crown and 
iw anxious to exchange it for the coif 
and habit of a sister of charity.

Since Stonehenge is to Great Britain 
what the pyramids and the sphinx are to 
Pgypt—namely: the grandest and most 
imposing mémorial and survival of the 
history of thé nation of thousands of years 
ago—it rather jars the feelings of those 
who are imbued with reverence for the 
past to learn that it has become a sub- 
ject of monetary speculation. 

The recent death of Sir Edmund Antro- 
bus, following shortly after that of his 
only gon, who had been killed in battle in 
France, tendered necessary the sale of 
His Amesbuty Abbey estate, in Wiltshire, 
which includes Stonehenge, in order to 
admit of the eqwitable division of the 
property among the various heirs It 
was found impracticable to sell the en- 
tire property in one block, and so it was 
auctioned off in lots, Stonehenge being 
purchased by a Mr. C. H. E. Chubb of 
Bemerton lodge, Salisbury, for a little 


over $30,000. 
Mr. Chubb, who is a member of a fam- 


fly that has acquired a certain note in 


connection with the manufacture of 
Chubb locke and safes in England, inti- 
mated that he had bought Stonehenge not 
from motives of patriotism, or of anti- 
quarian interest, but rather as a mone- 
tary speculation. He gave those who 
questioned hm et the sale to understand 


handsome profit by reselling Stonehenge, 
and meanwhile that the net receipts from 
fees paid by visitors at the entrance of 
the enclesure by which these Druidical 
monuments were surrounded by the late
